•where the child "was visiting, offered 
to drive the clergyman to tho camp 
meeting. The offer Tvas accepted and 
after leaving the minister at. tho camp 
HemphiU returned to the Jarrell home 
and told Mrs. Jarrell that he had been. 
sent for Cora. Helen Hisglns, age 
eight years, was at play with Cora nt 
the time and Mrs. Jarrell. not suspect- 
ing anything wranj?. bundled the two 
children into the carriage. A half hour 
later (Helen came running back almost 
exhausted .and told the pastor's wife 
that after riding about a mile Hemp- 
hill slapped her face and put her out 
ot* the carriage and had driven off! with 
Cora. 


Mrs. Jarrell at one notilled her hus- 


band and hundreds at om:e joined in. 
the search for the girl, as nothing wns 
seen or heard of her until nearly mid- 
night, when Hanley Beclcet t, a sum- 
mer cottager at Pitman, hoard screams 
and leaving his home camo across 
Hemphill and tho girl.
